THE PRESIDENT'S VIITO OF THK PRIVATE 


MONTANA BILL. 
Tho President's veto of 


tho bill passed by Congress "(o cnabla tho 
New York and Montanji Iron Mining and 
Manufacturing Compariy to purchase a cer- 
tain amo int of the pubjic lands not now in 
tho market," was -announced. Tho veto 
message is long, diwussfng tho question of 
preemption rights, and condemning grants 
of exclusive and extraordinary privileges to 
private companies. Tho President concludes 
as follows:

nent objections to its bc{:oming|a law. 


First—That it gives to thaNCw York and 


Montana Iron Miningi and Manufacturing 
Company preemption privileges to iron and 
coal lands on a largo sdale, and at the ordi- 
nary minimum—a privileg-e denied to ordi- 
nary preemptors.

It bestows upon tho company largo tracts 


of coal lands at one-sixtjeenth of tho mini- 
mum price required from preemptors. 
It 


also relieves the company from! restrictions 
imposed upon ordinary nreempt|ors in respect 
to timber lands ; Allows1 double tho timofor 
payment granted 'to preomptors on 
offered 


lands, and these privileges are jfor purposes 
not heretofore authorized by the preemption 
laws, but fqr trade and manufacituring. 


Second—Preemption rjghts on such a scale 


to private corporations are unedual and hos- 
tile to the policy and principles] which sanc- 
tion preemption laws.

Third—The bill allows the '.company to 


take possession of land, use it and acquire a 
patent thereto' before tho Indian title is ex- 
tinguished, and thus violates tho good faith 
of the government towards tho aboriginal 
tribes.
